Response to Amendment 

1 . The reply filed on 10/18/07 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

Applicants have amended the claims to a completely different invention. The 
amendment filed on 10/18/07 amended all claims to a new invention. The remaining 
claims are not readable on the elected invention. The newly submitted amended claims 
are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the invention originally 
claimed and elected methods. Since applicant has received an action on the merits for 
the originally presented invention, and none of the current claims are drawn to the 
elected invention, the amendment is non-responsive. Applicants are entitled to the 
search of only one invention per application. The former claims did not recite the use of 
nucleic acids in treatment methods, nor were they drawn to the treatment of any one of 
atopic dermatitis, psoriatic arthritis or rheumatoid arthritis. The original claims did not 
mention treatment of any of these diseases, nor did they recite the use of a nucleic acid 
encoding a polypeptide for the treatment of any disease much less T-cell rolling. All of 
the previously examined claims were drawn to methods of selectively inhibiting T cell 
rolling through the administration of a polypeptide that interfered with at least one of the 
following interactions: a CLA and E-selectin interaction, a LFA-1/ICAM interaction 
or a VLA/VCAM interaction. If the claims submitted on 10/18/07 were originally filed 
they would have been subject to a Restriction.
